AUTO PATCH I R LONS 
HOW TO USE THE AUTOPATCH 


1. Check to be certain that the 
frequency is Clear. Autopatches, 
except for emergencies, DO NOT take 
precedence over normal traffic. 


2. Announce your intentionns to use 
the patch, such as "This is WIABC on 
the Autopatch." Drop the mike button 
and allow the repeater to recycle or 
‘beep’. 


3. Press your mike button and evenly 
and rapidly enter the access code. 
There is a short window of four 
seconds during which the entire access 
code must be entered. 


4, Release the mike butten and listen 
for the dial tone. If none is. heard, 
repeat steps 2 and 3, 


5. Uf your location is good and you 
still cannot access the patch, ask 
someone to assist you. 


6. Once the dial tone is heard, press 
your mike button and dial your number. 


7. Release your mike button and listen 
for the ‘clunk' that indicates that 
the number has been accepted. 


8. Carry on your conversation, 
remembering to announce that the 
called party is on the air = and 
conversation is one-way. 


9. When you are done, terminate the 
patch by depressing the asterisk (#) 
for three full seconds on the Marlboro 
and Weston repeaters. On the Stoneham 
repeater use the number sign (#) to 
terminate. Gn the Quincy machine punch 
in the code " #97 " to clear. 


{@. Immediately after clearing the 
patch, press your mike button and 
indicate that you are clear i.e. 
"WLABC clear the patch". 


A_DAY AT THE CHORLES RIVER 


MMRA members and other radio amateurs 
recently wor ked a sizable public 
service project, the 22nd annual Head 
of the Charles Regatta (HOCR). The ham 
effort was planned, coordinated, and 
directed by NIBHI, Andy Morrison. 


For this October 19, 1986, event, a 
ham operater was assigned to each of 
15 race umpires along the three-mile 
long course starting at the Boston 
University Boat House, and ending 
upstream at the Eliot Bridge. As each 
of the 14 race events was completed 
net control, either NiBHI or KALIG, 
Bruce, canvassed each umpire station 
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for repdrts of infractions or other 
Circumstances affecting the scoring of 
the race. As 38-48 entrants competed 
in each race, there were many 
possibilities for infractions. 
Usually, there were few infractions to 
report, but even negative reports were 
required to validate the results and 


defend against protests. The head 
umpire, at the net control station, 
was able to query the course umpires 
directly, resolving discrepancies on 
the spot rather than have to wait 
until the umpires’ notebooks were 
turned in at day‘s end. For’ the 
competitors, the real-time trans— 
mission of the reports ment that the 
winners were known within ai few 
minutes of the end of the race. Prior 
to the ham participation, results 


often were not determined until two or 
three days after the regatta. 


MMRA operators, in addition to NiBHI, 
were KBIEB, KBIFZ, KZ1W, NiIBRM, NICRC, 
N1IDDW, NIDLN, WIiUVE, WBID@B, and 
WB2DCL. Other ops were KALIG, KAIMIU, 
KBIPE, NIDUC, NiEB, NiEDU, and WALa@DY. 
Gne interesting note about NIEDU, 
Dave. He is from New Hampshire, and 
came to the race as a spectator. He 
happened to see one of the hams on 


station, volunteered to help if 
needed, and was immediately put into 
service along the race course. The 


message for all of us, to paraphrase a 
well-known commercial, might be, "The 
handy talkie -- don’t leave home with— 
out it.".
